The following account of Sockington, the old family seat of the 
Carys in the County of Devon, is extracted from a work written, about the 
commencement of the seventeenth century, found in the London Institution, 
having for its title : “Collections towards a Description of the County 
of Devon,” by Sir William Fole, of Colcombe and Shute, Knight, who 
died A.D. 1655. Printed in London by J. Nicholas, anno MDCCXCI. 


From the autograph in theposseseion of the lineal descendant of Sir 
William Pole, Sir John William de la Pole, Baronet of Shute in Levonshirt, 
copied at the Library of the London Institution on the 10th December, “ 
1825, by J. Ambler. 
Cockington was given by Robert Fitgmartin, “ord of Dertington, 
unto his youngest son, Roger, on condition that his posterity “tooke 
their name of their dwellings. Roger de Vockington succeeded hyme in 
King Henry II tyme." 
The follewing is copied from the British Museum, Nov. 7th, 1825, 
by John Jaguelin Ambler:

"God may forgive you but I never can," and who from that time was seized 
with a melancholy and despair that prt an end to her life.

WILSON CARY GF "CEELYS" AND HIS FPANILY 


{Compiled by Wilson Miles Cary, of Baltimore, fd,, with extracte 
from Virginia Historical HBagazine, Vol, IX, No. 1, duiy, 1901, and 
a few notes from Goode's "Virginia Cousins,") 


in 1868, I (Wilson ‘ilies Cary) made a horseback trip tothe Fenin- 
sule of Virginia and travelled over all that section of country, with the 
purpose, if possible, of reconatructing the genealogy of my family, 
wich, as embodied in a fine old vellum rosord, had been destroyed, 
together with the family @ible, etc., eto., at the burning of owr 
Fluvanna residence. Carysbrooke, November 86, 1826. In the clerk's 
office at Hampton, I found not only the original will of Col. Tilson 
Cary, of which i already had obtained a copy in 1866, but that of his 
brother tiles Cary, of “Ceelys," as he styles himself, and which I then 
transeribed. 

The ten clerk of the court offered to parmit me to appropriate 
both of these wills,but I consicered such a pillaging of the public 
arohieves as indefensible in me (though a direct descendant of the 
testator) as it was in the Yankees, whom we have so deservedly castigated 
ever since the war of their Wiolesale piifering. | 

I rode to “Ceelys," onthe bankes of the dames, three or four miles 
from hampton, to visit the mansion so long the residence of my mcestora, 
The whole estate, containing some two thousand acres in Colonel Vary's 
tise, ley along the river and adjoined the present Newport Nows. It 
wae then occupied by a settlement of negro sqiatters, a seetion of 
"hutler'sa Contrabands,." There was scarce a vestige of the old mansion 
remaining -- the very foundations were obliterated =-=- not a tree left 
etending, and the zarden whicho nce ran in terraces to the river's edge, 
now e wilderness of weeds. 1 found the dispossessed proprietor, a young 
Mp, Smith, quartered in a most primitive shanty, on the edge af the 
estate, almost despairing over enforcing his rights anc ejecting the 
dearkies, but still awaiting with what patience he might the outrageous 
dilatory proceedings of the reconstruction period, Ur, Smith informed 
me that the negroes, after burning the fine old brick mansion tot he 
ground, had entirely dismantied ita walls, using them!’ wr the chimneys 
of their hovels. The originai building was of large dimensions, two | 
atories, with wings, Its age had beer discovered by his father, who, on 
removing, the portico to make some repairs, had found the risures 1706 
on the lintel. The records of (ligabeth City inform us that the nucleus 
of the estate called "CSeelys" consisted of two tracts of two hundred and 
fifty acres each, at the mouth of Saltford Creek, on the banks of James 
River, which were acquired by Yolonel William Wilson in 1691 and 1695

from one Thomas Ceoly -- who represented Warwick County in the House of 
Burgesses, from 1629 to 1639. Coionel Wilson was for many yeara the 
prosiding justice and most prominent personege of Elisabeth City County, 
being long the coyal Naval Officer of the Lower James, and a vory 
wealthy planter, -le it was who built “Geelys" in 1706, He died in 
L715, but mis will was doubtless recorded in the General Court, whose 
archieves were destroyed in the conflagration of 1855, sc that a detailed 
disposition ofhis large estate can not now be had. Gis only son, 
Captain “illis, had died without isewe in 1701. His daughter “ary

track, treated tne wouldebe bigamist with contempt, and so overwhelmed 
him with ridiculo, that in a bloody rage he sailed around to Yorktown, 
where the Governor and Court were in sersion, and Ceaspite the Covernor's 
threat of ironue, undertock to post Colonel Cary. The Governor and Council 
took down the proceedings ard promptly complained of his cutraxeous 
conduct tothe home government, and the reckless villain was forthwith 
removed to appease the indignation of the entire colony. 

Col. tiklea Cary died intestate, but from his tomb we leern the 
neres oftia children. - 

To the younger of his two sons, Miles, his grandfathar Wilectr's 
estate of "Ceelye' descended, while he, dying a bachelor in 1756, 
willed it to his only brother Colonel Wilson Cary, of “Richneck," 

The latter, however, must have inherited lands in Elizabeth City, from 
his grandfather, as in 1751 (see Palmer'a State Papers, I, 247) he was 
lieutentant of the county. He undoubtedly became a resident of the 
country from the date of his appointment in 1786, tothe lucrative post

While I visited it in 1858 the mansion was a pile of ruins, through 
from the remains of the walls still standing 1 could estimate ite former 
extent, It was a long-fronted, two-storicd brick building, withthe usual 
adjacent outhouses, ani mist have heen very comnocious, The tradition 
that I gathered from some of the oldest inhabitants at the Court Vouse 
twas that the House of Surgesses had sat there several times (sessions), 
after the burning of the State edifices at Jamestown, and before the 
completion of the capitol at Williamsburg. These gentlemen informed 
me that the mansion had been wantonly destroyed after t ne cessation of 
hostilities in 1865 by the troops of “General French on returninte from 
that section of Virginia, 

Col, Wilson Cary was born about 1702; the exact date carmot now be 
ascertained, owing tothe destruction of the family archieves at Carys- 
brooke. This is shown by an autogrann inseaription to that efrect on the 
title pages of amber of the books of his once extensive library, about 
two hundred and fifty volumes of which I still possess, I was in England 
in 1867, and on one occasion had the pleasure of dininy in Trinty all 
withthe dons, and the librarian, ar, %, Aldis “right, kindly made me the 
following extract fron the “ollege admission books, viz:

Now this lady did happen to survive until 1783, when she died 
between the first and sixth dey of September, as I learn f rom a Letter 
of Edmund Randolph (who married ner granddaughter) to Sryan Fatrltax 
fher son-in-law), Sut her madien name has eluded all my efforts to 
ascertain it. I am, however, very strongly inclined to the conclusion 
that she was a scton of the long extinct family of Pate, of Gloucester. 
“4ehara Pute nad patented as early as 1650 ons thousand one hundred and 
forty acres on Poropotank Greek, and was Burgess of Gloucester in i606. 
Administration on hie estate was granted to his nephew, Jom Pate, in 
1657. Ihis young Jom Pate, Hemin records as sdfied tothe commission 
of Gloucester, in 1660 (II, 15), and the only extant volume of the 
Generel Court proceedings shows that he was ‘admitted and saworne one of 
ye Counsell of State of this Volony, November £0, 1671." In thie volume 
4t is further stated that at a court held Rovember 8, 1672, "Col. U, 
John Fete, Esquire, dyeing possest of a considerable estate in this 
country left a widow cut of this country, end Mr, Thomas Pate, brother's 
son toi he said “ate, deceased, appears and pettions for administration 
on hie said Unkle's estate, which is accordingly granted him," where« 
upon the said Yate furnished ashis securities Major Eichard Lee and 
Captain John Armistead. This wae the Major Thomas fate, of Petsworth 
Parish, Gloucester, at whose house Wathaniel Bacon, the rebel, died in 
Cetober 1678, being buried in the bed of Poropoteank te prevent Berkeley 
from hi#nging his corpse onthe gibbet, The records of Gloucester having 
been destroyed in 1820, it is difficult to trace the descendants of this 
fanily, but  ajor Thomas Pate seems to have left at least two sone, Jonn 
and Latthew.

Colonel Cary names as one of his executors my kinsman, hienard

bred to his profassion in the school of the vounty “lerkta office, he 
himself, his father and his grandfather before him having succeeded one 
another almost as hereditary clerke of Warwick ever sincs the latter 
end of the seventeenth century.

A copy of his reply I herewith transmit 
you, I then addressed myself to George Stanley Cary, Esq., the present 
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representative of the Carys of Follation House, who is ignorant of the 
Chancery decree in question, That gentleman forwarded a copy of my letter 
to the widow of his late cousin, the proprietor of Torr Abbey; and she 
turned the letter over to her cousin. Mr, Browne, who says they are not 
aware of any decree having been made in the Court of Chancery, respect- 
ini the property of the Carys of Cockington (who wre the ancestors of 
the Carys of Torr Abbey and of the Carys of Follation House),nor have 

the family any recollection of any such matter. Entire copies of the 
letters of Messrs. Cary and Erowne I likewise enclose you, These 
circumstances, it seems to me, furnish ample proof of the erroneous 
character of the information you have received respecting this affair..,. 


The following is a copy of the reply of George Stanley Cary, esq., 
of Follation House to Mr, Francis R. Rives:

Sir:s- I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your letter this morning.

Alhow me conseguentiy to trouble you 
again with these lines, at the time inclosing herewith a repetition of 
the letter in question, under date of 18th June last, 1845: 


Vienna, June 18, 1845. 


“Ny Dear Sir:- Informed at last, unfortunately but of late, of your 
address, through the medium of Mr, Everett, the American Minister at 
London, I venture to avail myself of the pieasure of enclosing you these 
lines on a most important subject regarding my family. I am apprised, 
my dear sib, that you are the gentleman who addressed Mr. Everett, 
during the spring of 1843, an enclosure imparting to him information 
that you had received from England, to the effect that, according to a 
recent decree of English Chancery, a considerable amount of property 
had accured to the heirs of Sir Henry Cary, of Yockington, in Devonshire. 
My much lamented father, Mr. John Cary, of Cockingtonand Torr Abbey, 

in Devonshire, was directly descended from Sir Henry Cary, who was the 
son of Sir George Cary of Cockington, Sheriff of Devonshire in the 8th 
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year of Charles I. After that monarch's fallen fortunes, Sir Henry Cary 
emigrated with his family to Virginia; which event is well known to me 
from recoras in English history, and more so from various important 
documents regarding my fanily, coples of which have been in my possas- 
aion since my infancy. As a member of the family, being my father's 
youngest son, and as & father, as wellas in behalf of may inmmerable 
brothers and sisters, I shall feel myself, my dear sir, auch and much

The amount of property in question, and said to be in t he 
Court of English Chancery, is possibly leassheld property now falling 
in: and if this be the case, tho sane, instead of reverting to the 
present representative of wy family, namely, to my nephew, Robert Cary, 
eldest son of my sister-in-law, Are. cary, of Torr Abbey in Jevyonshire, 
on hia obtaining his majority of twenty-one years, the same must evident 
ly, after havingbsen sold, be equally divided among us prothers and sisters.

London, "ay 7.--The death of Howard Cary, of New York, who was 
found on hay 4 shot dead in his bed at a Kensington boarding house, is 
being investigated by the coroner. Seemingly it is a case of suicide, 

Cary arrived here “ay 2, and wae staying at the boarding house 
with his cousin, Lord 'airfax, The latter testified today at the in- 
quest that he and Cary dined and went tothe theatre together on hay 2. 
Vary seemed to be quite cheerful, 

vther witnesses testified to finding Cary dedd with a revolver 
grasped in his right hand and a bullet wound in his right temple. ie 
was dressed in evening clothes, and there was no sign of a strugsle 
int he room, 

The doctor who made ths yvost-mortem examination said he found a 
bullet flattened vehind the left ear, It wag certainly a zase of 
suicide, he thought. 

The coroner said that he desired to make further inquiries before 
the jury rendered its verdict. The inquest was adjourned. 

Howard “ary was a son of Mr., Clarence Cary, of 17 Fast iifty~-fourth 
street, New York. we was 24 years old and a graduate of navard Univer- 
sity. No reason for his death can be furnished by his relatives, 

The young man sailed from “ew York three weeks ago. Lord “sirfax, 
his cousin, with whom he made his home while in London, was a resident 
of ‘ew Yowk Vity for several years before assuming his title, 

muy Fairfax Cary, a brother of the dead man, says that he does not 
believe Howard committed s:icide, since he had ample mears when he 
left here, and was then, seemingly, in the best of healthand spirits, — 

Cary's friends scout t he idea of intentional suickde. They say the 
young man was perfectly happy the night before his death, and that he 
had no financial or other troubles. ‘they believe his death was sacciden- 
tal. 

While Hr. Cary never visited Baltimore, he was well and favorably 
known by a large circle of friends whom he met in New York frequently, 
He was also connected with some of the most prominent families in Balti- 
more City, among whom is Mrs, Brent Keyser and irs., Tunstall Smith, 
who are his second cousins, and Mr. Wilson Cary, who is a first cousin. 
His relatives are both shocked and surprised at the idea of hia cormmit- 
ting ‘suicide, as he was a man of considerable means, youth and health, 
and had no apparent reason for the act. 

Word was received by Hrs. Smith yesterday from relatives of Mr, 
Cary in New York, stating that Mr. Cary had died suddenly, but it did not 
mention suicide. His friends and relatives here are under the impression 
that some mistake must have been made, probably in transmitting i he 
dispatch, as they can absolutely give no reason why Mr. Cary should take 
his own life.
